0.1 This Office Action is in response to the request for continued Examination filed on 
4/10/2007. Claims 1-7, 9-1 1 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

0. 1 After further search and thorough examination of the present application and in view of 
the prior art of record, claims 1-7, 9-11 are found to be in condition for allowance. 

Reason for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
provides a method of communicating datagrams between terminals of a communication system, 
wherein each datagram comprises redundancy check data used to verify datagram integrity. 

To achieve this inventive goal, independent claims 1 and 7 identify the distinct features 
"generating a first datagram comprising message data and first redundancy check data, which 
first redundancy check data is computed in dependence on the message data and the first address; 
sending the first datagram from a the first terminal to a the second terminal; verifying the 
integrity of the first datagram; generating a second datagram which comprises second 
redundancy check data, which second redundancy check data is computed in dependence on 
response data and the first redundancy check data. . ." 

The first cited reference You (US Pub. No. 2003/0103480) discloses an error detection 
code generating method and an error detection code generator in a mobile communication 
system. The second cited reference Eastmond (U.S. Pat. No. 6,088,337) discloses a method, 
access point device and a plurality of peripheral devices provide for controlling a space diversity 
switch in a time division duplex system.
